Pending reorganization plans 
all are in final stages, with ap- 
peala moving through United 
Mtates Circuit Court of Appeals 
here.

One Child at Each Found 


To Have Disease — 
Other Campers Put Un- 
der Quarantine. 


Two St, Louls county day eamps 
for children have been closed 


after one child al each camp was 
found to have infantile paralysis, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today, 
The campa were closed after the 
St. Loulsa County Health Depart- 
ment ordered that children at- 
tending them be placed in quar- 
antine for two weeker 

Parents of about 250 children 
attending Ivanhoe Lodge, 1885 
Mouth Geyer road, Kirkwood, were 
notified today in a letter from Di- 
rector George W, Coombe Jr, that 
the camp wasn closed yesterday for 
two weeks, Camp Hiawatha, Olive 
Mireet and Diallas roads, Creve 
Coeur, which has about 76 eampe- 
ers, was closed last Monday for 
the rest of the season, 

The letter sent by Ivanhoe sald 
that one six-year-oll boy at the 
camp had contracted a mild case 
of poliomyelitis from his father, 
The boy returned to camp for 
five days, the lettdr sald, and be- 
came ill Inst Friday, The camp 
learned yesterday that he had 
infantile paralyaia. He in @ex- 
pected to recover without perma- 
nent injury, 

In addition to one child at Camp 
Hiawatha who definitely has the 
disease, two others may have it. 
Dr. Ruth Allen, acting health com- 
missioner of Bt. Loula county, said 
that directora of both camps asked 
the department for advice when 
the pollo was discovered, 

Health Commissioner Dr, B, G, 
MeGavran pointed out that the 
children muat be quarantined dur 
ing the two-week incubation period 
of the disease, she said, and on 
the advice of Dr. MoGavran and 
the camp physicians, the camps 
were cloned, 

Dr, Allen sald that no cases of 
polio have been reported among 
children attending other Mt, Louls 
county camps, The usual summer 
increase in the inefdence of in- 
fantile paralysia has been higher 
this year than in former years, 
but the total ia atill far below 
epidemie proportiona,

A second soldier reported that 
one of the 4.2 inch shells had 
exploded in testa at Fort Bragg, 
N, ©,, during the late summer of 
1943. He added; “An immediate 
telaphnonic report was made to the 
office of the chief, Chemical War 
fare Service, and coples will be 
in the files,” 

This oommunication added: 
“Army regulationa require that 
ammunition be stored and issued 
by lot number; that a report, giv: 
ing lot number, be made of all 
accidents involving defective am- 
munition and the faulty rounds be 


impounded, 

"Krom this information, it 
should not be difficult to find 
out who manufactured tht rounds 
which caused musgzie bursts,” 

Kept Record of Bad Shells, 

Still another soldier, a veteran 
of the European campaign, wrote 
saying that he had kept a record 
of all faulty shells while assigned 
to.the Sixty-fifth Chemical Com- 
pany, and added: “The records 
showed a dingraceful number of 
defective fuses,” 

He informed Mead that “the 
records ,. . must be some place 
and I believe you can get some 
valuable information from them.” 

Maj. Gen, Alden M. Waitt, chief 
of the Army's chemical warfare 
service, entimated in testimony 
last week that 10 or 12 soldiers 
had been killed by premature 
shell-buratsa, but said he didn't 
think it was possible to pin the 
blame on any one manufacturer. 
A later report revised the number 
of casualties upward to 29 killed 
and &3 injured,

Three membera of the board, it

The governor waa said to have 
ordered an investigation into con. 
ditions in the department with

Dutch Also Criticize Ma- 
jor Powers, Demand 
Equal Voice for 21 Na- 
tions—Molotov Spon- 
sors Compromises.

TARIS, Aug 1 CUP) Foreign 
Minister Edward Kardelj of Yugo- 
slavia today rejected the Big 
Four decision to internationalize 
Trieste, and denounced the pro- 
posed Italian-Yugoslav border as 
a “negation of all the principles 
fought for in the war.” 

Kardelj's denunciation of the 


Big Four agreements on Itallan- 
Yugoslav problema eoinetded with 
the cireulation of a proposed 
Yugoslav amendment to the rules 
which would give Yugoslavia the 
power of Veto over any recom 
mendation involving that region, 

Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, at a session of the rules 
committee earlier, sponsored two 
compromises designed to give the 
ittle countries a greater voice in 
treaty deliberations. His proposals 
would permit the peace conference 
to put on its program at the re 
quest of any delegation any ‘ques 
tions pertaining to the eace 
treatien, The mechanica for a 
conference decision on such a re 
quest Were not decided on, 

Yugoslavia's bitter attack came 
after New Zealand served notice 
that it would seek in the rules 
committee to make President 
Georges Bidault of France perma- 
nent chairman of tha conference 
and to atrip the big powers of all 
special prerogatives at this con- 
ference, 

Attack by Kardel]. 

Kardelj, apokesman for Pre 
mier Josip (Tite) Broz, told the 
conference in discussing the Ital- 
int -Yugoslav border plan of the 
four- power foreign mintaters: 

“We are of the opinion that 
such a decision could have been 
renched in the firat place only be. 
catine the rights and wishes of the 
small nations were not always 
considered by the Big Four, It 
goes without saying that a just 
peace cannot be obtained under 
such conditions,” 

Kardelj declared the proposed 
frontier between Italy and Yugo- 
Hiavin violated the principle of 
“just puntahment for aggressors.” 
He said it also violated the ethnic 
borders which the Big Four had 
promined to observe, 

"It deprives the Slovenes and

NUERNBERG, Aug. 1 (By 
Tiadio)—A courtroom satiated long 
since with horrors wan shocked 
anew today by evidence expresaly 
implicating Joachim von Ribben- 
trop and Ernat Kaltenbrunner tin 
a police plot to murder a French 
general, a prisoner of war, as a 
reprisal measure, 

C<allenbrunner, 
Neich main eecurity office, was 
involved through a letter to 
Reichafuehrer 88, Heinrich Himm- 
ler which he wrote and aligned Dec, 
30, 1044, 7 

As foreign minister, Ribbentrop 
was concerned in two reapecta. 
One wae the manner in whith the 
“incident” would be reported in 
the international press. The other 
was what precautions would be 
necessary to deceive the protect 
ing power, Switzerland, into be- 
Hieving that the general was killed 
accidentally with carbon monoxide 
gas o1 shot while trying to escape.

{mportant that Ribbentrop and 
Himmler were represented an 
planning special consultations on 
the subject. Perhaps the most 
sardonic note was sounded in a 
pasenge ewtating: "A decision har 
vet to be reached whether or not 
the burial of the funeral urn 
should be carried out with mill- 
tary honors.”

Kaltenbrunner's jubilant missive 
to Himmler which concluded with

GROMYKO INSISTS ON ATOM 
CONTROL BY TREATY ALONE 


Task of Listing Necessary Steps Turned 
Over to Scientific Committee After 
His Statement on Soviet Startd.

NICW YOIK, Aug, l-Aa the re- 
ault of elaboration of Boviet mig- 


geations for world eontrol of 
atomic power by treaty outlawing 
atomic weapons, the Melentific and 
Technical Committee of the United 
Nations Atomie Energy Commia- 
sion today began Hating essentials 
deemed necessary for any effec 
tive control acheme, 

The Russian atand againat vital 
phases of the American plan for 
international administration of all 
atomic resources and development 
remained tnchanged, A _ treaty 
prohibiting atomic arma would be 
sufficient, in Boviet views, if en- 
forcement were left to each na- 
tion and the U.N, Security Council, 

After debating the problem yen- 
terday, the Commission's Commit- 
tee No, 2, the Controla Committee, 
unanimously agreed to enilat the 
acientiata’ aid in an effort to sep- 
arate the question of precine re- 
quirements for effective supervi- 
nion from political and legal as- 
pects of the negotiation. The scl- 
entific report is expected in about 
two weeks, 

Gromyko's Complaint. 
Defending Russian objectiona to 
international inapection and con- 
trol of world atomic resources, 
Andrei A, Gromyko again directed 
vigorous complaint toward the 
United States, parent of the idea, 
and supporters of the American 
plan, He spoke in reaponse to 
urging by John Hancock, Amert- 
can representative on the Controls 
Committee, and spokesmen for 
Hrasil, France, Canada and Aus 
tralia, 

“We are told In the commis 
sion,” Gromyko complained, “that 
elther you accept our plan or we 
will refuse to conclude ® conven- 
tion to prohibit the production and 
use of atomic weapons, 

"This attitude in nelther right 
nor lawful, Public opinion and 
the peoples of the world will not 
understand the reasone for refun- 
ing to conclude a convention as 
proposed by the Soviet Govern- 
ment,” 

The Moviet delegate has quen- 
tioned American good faith in de- 
Clining to participate in a treaty 
outlawing atomic weapons, which 
Kussia proposed aa the firat atep 
creating world controls, Led by 
Bernard M, Baruch, United States 
delegates hava offered to sur- 
render atom bomba and secrets 
only when an international au- 
thority is able to inaure use of 
the power for peaceful purposes 
alone, 

Denounces Inspection Plan, 
Gromyko denounced § Haruch's 
proposal for a syatem of inapec- 
tion to take charge of all atomic 
resources and police world atomice 
activities, again describing it as 


a 


the 


unreconcilable with principles of 
national gsovereignity, 

“No inepection as such can 
guarantee peace and security,” he 
added, “This idea of inapection 
le greatly exaggerated in impor- 
tance, It is a too superficial un- 
deratanding of the problem of 
control,” 

The only effective method -ins 
through the co-operation of the 
United Nations, he continued, 
pointing out that “the Boviet pro- 
posal goea further and provides 
for signatory atates to enact leg- 
islation for severe punishment for 
Violationa.” 

“The Soviet proposal,” ha ex 
plained, “presupposes = interna- 
tional action and, If necessary, 
sanctiona for violation of the con- 
vention, It provides the United 
Nations, and first and foremost 
the Security Councll, aAhall take 
international action to  Iinaure 
maintenance of the provisions of 
the charter dealing with pence 
and security, and therefore also 
with the enforcement of the con- 
vention.”. 

Heplies to Dutch Delegate. 

Gromyko referred directly to ar- 
guments by Dr. Helco Van Klef- 
fena, The Netherlands, who 
pointed out that treaties among 
nations barring specific weapons 
had been honored in the breach, 
hiatorically, 

This, particularly true of Nagi 
Germany and Fascist Italy, waa 
difficult to deny, Gromyko ad- 
mitted, 

But now a new and more solid 
basia of international relations has 
been created through the organiza- 
tion of the United Nations, he 
anserted unamilingly, and it would 
be wrong to base action on thone 
precedenta, 

In reply Ralph Harry, Australia, 
who asked Gromyko in a conelilia- 
tory statement just how he would 
direct the destruction of a stock- 
pile of atom bombs, the Soviet 
spokesman sald: 

“It is clear that destruction of 
stockpiles means deatruction, The 
question of how it ia done tech- 
nically is a secondary queation to 
be discussed later, The important 
thing ian to agree on the principle 
of deatruction,” ry 

To a question concerning means 
of enforcement to be employed by 
nationa agreeing by treaty to out- 
law atom arma, Gromyko replied 
enigmatically: 

“Without doubt the Soviet Gov- 
ernment considers the strongent 
mensires should be taken againat 
violations of the convention,” 

He did not indicate how saanc- 
tions could be applied if the trana- 
gressor was able to veto diaciplin 
ary action voted by the only 
United Nationa agency endowed 
with such power, Nor did he ex- 
press opinion on Harry's comment 
concerning unlimited devastation 
which could be inflicted before an 
offender waa halted,

Loule county and are to be 
posted in all stores, Seasonal fac- 
tore caused a asalight increase in 
the price of lettuce; other items 
showed slight decreases, or no 
ehange. 

Cantaloupes and honeyball mel- 
one decreased from 11% centa a 
pound to 10 cents a pound, green 
beans remained at 18 cents a 
pound: bananas remained = un- 
changed at 10% cents a pound: 
lemons decreased from 16 to 14 
eents a pound; California and Arl- 
gona oranges remained at 15 cents 
@ pound; California and Artsona 
grapefruit remained at 12% cents 
a pound; peaches dropped from 16 
to 13 cents a pound; carrots re. 
mained at 10 cente a bunch, and 
iceberg lettuce increased from 13% 
to 14 cents a pound. 

These prices are amall, 
neighborhood stores Cellings 
wary slightly for larger stores and 
for chain stores. 

Wholesale butter prices in Mt, 
louie inereased for the second 
consecutive day today, for lowe: 
grades. The increase waa from 
465% to 66% centsa a pound for 
POecore butter, and from 64 to 
65 cents a pound for 8acore bul- 
ter. Top grades, of butter re 
mained unchanged at 67% cents 
oo pound 

Millers Caught by Ceilings. 

Two St. Louls area flour mills 
had shut down yesterday and the 
situation in the milling iInduatry 
remained confused today as a re 
sult of the revised OPA law which 
kept a ceiling price on flour, but 
abolished the ceiling on wheat, 

One of the two closed mills, 
Valier & pies Milling Co, re 
aumed operations today after re 
e*lving word from the Millers’ Na- 
tional Federation in Washington, 
D. C. that it wan “reliably re- 
ported” a price increase would be 
allowed miller« on flour to help 
compensate for increased wheat 
prices and the loss of flour sub. 
aidies. There warn no official vert 
fication of the reported price in- 
crease, however, and the second 
miller, Raxony Mille, made no tm 
mediate move to resume opera 
tions. 

Third Mill to Stay Open, 

A third milling firm, J. FF Imba 
Co. of Nelleville, decided to keep 
on operating today, reversing a 
previous decision to halt opera- 
tions after completing an export 
order not affected by OPA cellings 

lL. C. Chase, vice president and 
general manager of Valier & 
Bpies, sald hie mill would operate 
for a week “and see what hap- 
pens.” Chase said the millers were 
,eatight between the free market 
price of wheat and the OPA cell 
ing on flour, and that even the 
“reported” increase in flour prices 
would not, in hia opinion, enable 
millera to operate profitably 

After the expiration of the old 
OPA law, Chase said wheat in Bf 
Louls increased considerably he 
yond the old pegged price of 
$196% a bushel Home wheat 
now being processed, he anid, 
was purchased for an =6ohhigh 
ae $225 a bushel, and wheat now 
sella for about $2.04 a bushel. In 
addition, the new law eliminated 
a etibaidy of $1.08 to $100 per 100 
pounds of flour, formerly paid to 
millers. 


Reported Increase. 


The off OPA celling on flour, 
meanwhile, has remained in force. 
The reported increnne ia $1.11 a 
hundred pounde Of thie $108 to 
S108 would be to offmet the loat 
subsidy, and aix to eight centa to 
compensate for the increased price 
of wheat. Chane, however, aaid 
that to compensate millera for in- 
ereases in wheat prices, the price 
of fiour a hundred pounds muat 
be increneed 27 times the increase 
per Lame of wheat 

Un@er thie formula, he said, the 
reported increase is not sufficient 
to allow for a profit, Chane esnalid 
millers generally take a profit 
of about 1 per cent on the net 
price of flour, However, he said, 
it ia porsible the price of wheat 
will go down on the market auf 
ficiently wo that the reported new 
OPA price on flour will = be 
adequate. 

Livestock Receipta Heavy. 

At National Stockyards today, 
livestock receipts were heavy and 
stockyarda officiala deacribed the 
eituation as “a buyers’ market,” 
although prices did not break im- 
mediately, Early prices were firm 
and hogea were selling at close to 
yesterday's record price of $24.25 
per hundredweight, Prices on 
other livestock were close to yea- 
terday's figures.

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Is China Becoming Another Spain? 


The eminent Dr. Wellington Koo made some 
amazing statements In a press conference In 
Washington. Referring to the elvil war in 
China, he “explained” that inasmuch as the 
opposition party (meaning the Yenan Govern- 
ment) “happens to possess an army,” armed 
clashes are occurring, but that there is no civil 
war, 

Dr, Koo Ia talking through hia tall, silk hat, 

There «¢ a civil war in China and it is be- 
coming more menacing every day, Mr. Tru- 
man, foreseeing the mounting Chinese crisis, 
sent Gen, Marshall, that great soldier, great 
democrat and great negotiator, to China to 
settle the dispute between Chiang Kal-shek’'s 
Nationalist Government and the Yenan Gove 
ernment, otherwise known as Chinese Com- 
munists. Gen. Marshall has not succeeded in 
doing so, and no doubt the reason for his 
failure in that he was given an impossible 
assignment and insufficient toola to work with, 

We don't pretend to know the answer to 
this complicated Chinese situation, but the 
outlines of the problem itself are becoming 
more and more apparent. The split between 
Yenan and Nanking seems frreconcilable; 
moreover, this is not a mere civil confilet, It 
has the most disturbing international aspects, as 
Joseph Harach of the Christian Science Monitor 
points out in today's Mirror of Public Opinion, 


A Spavined Horse 


What it bollasdown to fa that the United 
States is supporting the Nationalist Govern- 
ment and the Russians are supporting the 
Yenan Government, In this respect China has 
been referred to as another Spain, and that 
has the ominous implication that since Spain 
was the curtain-raiser for World War II, China 
conceivably may be the curtain-raiser for World 
War IIl. 

It looks as though the United States has no 
alternative but to support Chiang Kal-shek 
because of his loyalty to us throughout the 
war with Japan. To be sure, for a large part 
of the time the Chinese war with Japan was 
largely a delaying action, Hut Chiang's attl- 
tude was of utmost importance to the United 
States. 

It is becoming more and more apparent, 
however, that the Nationalist Government t's 
desperately in need of reform, It is a spav- 
ined horse that we are backing. The evidence 
of this fact is voluminous, The Nationalist 
Government is shot through with graft and 
corruption. It has been guilty of many crimes, 
Actually, it is a military dictatorship which 
probably could not last if Amerlean support, 
both material and moral, were withdrawn, 

One of the most scathing recent indictments 
of the Nationalist Government came from the 
great Chinese patriot and widow of the Chi- 
nese leader, Mme. Sun Yat-sen. She said that a 
desire to promote war between the United 
Siates and Russia motivates the reactionaries of 
the Nationalist Government. Mme. Sun Yat-sen, 
who has been inactive in politics for years, came 
out of semi-retirement to urge the establish- 
ment of a coalition government in China and 
to appeal to the United States to foster such 
a move by cutting off American arma and 
equipment which it has been providing for 
the Nationalist forces. 


Sun Yat-sen’s Principles 


In an interview at Shanghal, Mme. Sun Yat- 
sen further said China needed the application 
of her late husband's three principles of peo- 
ple's nationaliam, people's democracy and peo- 
ple's livelihood—and that people’a nationallam 
meant neither Kuomintang (Chiang Kal-shek) 
nor Communist, but one nation of one people. 

if Mme, Sun Yat-sen can be correctly 
charged with being sympathetic toward Russia, 
neither can it be forgotten that she represents 
ihe true tradition of her husband, whose ultl- 
mate alm was a democratic China. Chiang 
Kal-shek, while admittedly having his difficul- 
ties, has failed and refused to move in the 
direction of democracy. 

The horse that Russia is backing, the Yenan 
Government, likewise has its flaws, bul numer- 


ous observers of the China acene report that 
in the territory controlled by the Yenanense 
greater evidence of democracy exists than un- 
der the Chiang Kal-shek Government. 
Perhaps even more important is the fact 
that one of the basic policies of the Yenan 
Government is land reform—distributing big 
farms among the land-hungry peasantry. This 
gives Chinese Communists a burning motive 
to fight. They fight well, these Chinese Com- 
munists, whereas the Nationalist troops seem- 
ingly are mostly rice soldiers, namely, men 
who go into the army in order to be fed. 


Deceptive Move 


It appeared some time ago that Moscow 
had washed its hands of the Chinese Commu- 
nists, One of the reasons for this interpreta- 
tion was @ noneaggreasion treaty which the 
Chinese Forelan Minister, Mr, Soong, signed 
with Soviet Russia, but as time goes on it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that this is an- 
other deceptive diplomatic move, and that Mos- 
cow has pitted itself behind the Yenan Gov- 
ernment. Reports of fighting in Manchuria 
and the presence of dead Russians among the 
casualties are only one of the straws in this 
direction. 

The whole battle of Manchuria is a funda- 
mental indication that Russia is out for con- 
trol of China, China can’t be prosperous and 
integrated if it is deprived of the resources 
and industrial potentialities of the great prov- 
ince of Manchuria, If China were split in 
two, with Manchuria going to the Yenan Gov- 
ernment, the Nationalist part of China would 
be mortally wounded, 

So we have, on the one hand, the United 
States backing the corrupt and undemocratic 
Nationalist Government because it seemingly 
cannot do anything else, and Soviet Russia 
backing another kind of horse which, whatever 
lta faults, seems to have a good deal of vitality 
and a sense of the thrust of modern times, Its 
popularity and strength appear to be growing 
rather than diminishing among the Chinese 
people, Aaide from ita: danger, this is an 
equivocal situation for a nation like ours, which 
is dedicated to liberty, democracy and justice, 


Need for Reform 


What we are going to do about it probably 
ia ailvering the hair of many a State Depart- 
ment official, but the time has come when 
the United States can no longer content Itself 
with the luxury of being “sicklied o'er with 
the pale cast of thought.” It is time to make 
decisions. It is time to know where we are 
going and why, It is time to atop in its tracks 
a rapid deterioration in Chinese civil affairs 
which has the gravest international ponsibill- 
ties. 

As already stated, we don't know the an- 
swers to this problem, but one suggestion might 
be offered; Would it not be a good idea to 
send our spavined horse to the veterinarian 
for treatment? Since Chiang's Nationaliat 
Government leans upon ua and probably could 
not survive without wus, isn't it our right as 
well as our obligation to insist upon funda- 
mental reforms in the Nationalist Government, 
with replacement of a military dictatorship by 
something approaching the democratic system, 
with the writing of a new constitution and 
adequate representation of Yenanese and all 
other political parties in a renovated central 
government? 

What counter moves Russia might make are, 
of course, unpredictable, but would not such 
a forthright policy on our part sap Russian 
strength and prestige in China? Isn't it pos- 
sible, ian't it likely that the Chinese people, 
finding that the United States has become an 
apostle of their economic and political liber- 
ties, would find Soviet Russia and its liberty- 
crushing ideology far leas attractive? Ian't it 
possible that Soviet Russia, confronted with an 
agadressive, forward-looking American foreign 
policy in Chinae-which should be matched by an 
aguressive, forward-looking American policy at 
every point in the world scene—would pull in 
iia horns?

parisona to draw. In the gecompanying 
text the author considers the feasibility of 
women in employment, the justice or in- 
juation of equal pay, the representation of 
women in labor uniona, and the ible 
post-war future of the woman worker. 

Any woman who worka ia heartened te 
ae in bold print that it Ia a fallacy that 
only men aupport families; that while 
many single women are employed, moat 
have the responsibility of others—that in 
addition to the outside job, most women 
have to clean house, market, cook, care for 
ehildren, a grueling two joba to most men’s 
one!

Actually, the Treasury will 
charge 81 cefite per fine troy 
ounce for the allver it sells, Of. 
ficiala said the half-cent differ- 
ence would cover transportation 
costs and. should encourage buy- 
ing direct from the mines rather 
than from the Treasury, 


The Treasury also was author- 
ized to sell unallocated allver to}: 
industrial usera at not leas than 
00.5 cents an ounce, OPA said 
that as a result it Waa necessary 
to increase silver price ceilings 
"so as not to Interfere with the 
purchase and gale of allver by 
the Treasury,”

T taste in a new batch of Musicraft wax. Among instru- 

mentals is a new “Begin the Beguine” by Artie Shaw's 
assembled band. There are interesting lush string and swingy 
eax passages, plus moat of the clarinet figures on Shaw's famed 
Vietor side. Other Cole Porter numbers done excellently by 
Shaw are “You Do Something to Me," sung by Teddy Walters; 
“In the Still of the Night,” “What Is This Thing Called Love?” 
Mel Torme's Mel-Tones singing; “I've Got You Under My Skin,” 
“My Meart Belongs to Daddy,” purred by Kitty Kallen and 
using a neat excerpt from Shaw's theme, “Nightmare.” Georgie 
Auld'’s band and tenor drive mightily on Neal Nefti's arrange 
ment of his own “Mo-Mo.” Filip ts “You're Biase,” with a fair 
Marah Vaughan vocal.

true bean flavor Hut it harbors 
organiame that fre difficult to 
ae in processing when can- 
ning, BDianching beans is essential 
in canning or freesing. For can- 
ning, it shrinks beans and makes 
it possible to get more in oan, 
For freesing, it destroys enzymes 
which is necessary to obtain the 
beat flavor and color in the 
cooked frozen product, 

In canning, the product should 
be heated just to boiling, When 
freezing, beans should be blanched 
in boiling water three or four 
minutes, Pack hot beans into jars, 
cover with clean boiling water, 
then process in pressure cooker at

Cause and 
Treatment 


Of Back Pain 


By Herman N. 
Bundesen, M. D. 


P AIN in the lower part of the 
back and down the back of the 
leg are symptoma familiar to 
every doctor, Formerly, phyal- 
clans were inclined to assign to 


‘this very common affilcation a 


common cause, tnflammation of 
one or other of the atructures in 
the region of the spine, nerves, 
muscles, joints or ligamenta, 

Standard treatment for inflam- 
mation, reat and the application 
of heat, brought about recovery 
in mild eases but, unfortunately, 
pevere cases did not improve wun- 
der this treatment, 

Recently, according to Dr, John 
KE, A. O'Connell of Kngland, evi- 
denge has been found which points 
to another and very different 
cause for many cases of low back 
pain and aciaticn, 


* 

BOTH OF THESE, he believes, 
may be due to what is known as 
protrusion of an intervertebral 
disk, This simply meane that one 
of the little diska or cushions of 
cartilage between the bones of the 
spine has come out of place. 

In order to make a diagnoala of 
prortusion of an intervertebral 
disk, an X-ray of the spine is 
essential. In the X-ray, if one of 
the disks is out of place, the 
apace between the bones will he 
narrowed, Furthermore, there 
may be some overgrowth of the 
bone, 

Dr, O'Connell belleves that, by 
careful examination, it is possible 
to make a diagnosis and, even, to 
determine exactly which area of 
the apine ia affected, This ia 
done by noting the location of the 
pain and the location of other 
aymptome such as numbness and 
tingling. The lower part of the 
apine in known as the sacrum, 
Just above the sacrum are the 
lumbar vertebrae,

IF THE DISK which has pro- 
truded ia between the last of the 
lumbar vertebrae and the first 
sacral vertebra, there will be pain 
in the sole and outer edge of the 
foot, There may be some disturb 
ance of sensation in the sole of 
the foot, 

There will be some bending of 
the lower part of apine to one or 
the other aide, There will also be 
some difficulty in bending for 
ward with leas trouble in bending 
backward, 

The treatment of this type of 
condition will depend on ite sever- 
ity, If the pain te — intense, 
or if there ie a gerat deal of din- 
ability, operation is usually neces- 
gary, In milder cases, complete 
reat for a time together with the 
wearing of a supporting cast or 
brace may bring relief,
